This month, our guru teaches you how to crochet a firm 
fabric without using a smaller hook. 'Fg- 




Expert Advice 



I'm crocheting a tote bag and I 
don't want to line it, but every 
stitch I try is too stretchy. What 
stitch or stitches can I use to make a firm 
fabric? 




a There are two easy ways to 

make your fabric non-stretchy, 
whether it's for a tote bag or 
another pattern. NOTE: I don't count the 
beginning ch-2/3 of a row as a stitch, like 
we usually do for a row of regular sc/dc. 
So I don't skip a stitch at the beginning 
of a row, and I don't work into the top of 
the turning ch at the end of a row. 



Method 1 : If you want to use a sc, you 
can work a sc thermal stitch, like the 
Hanging Organizer on page 48. This 
is how to do the Thermal sc: After you 
made your foundation chain, work your 
first row of sc as usual. Then, for the 2nd 
row, sc in the back loop only (bio) of 
the stitches in the first row. When you 
turn your work, the unused front loop 
becomes a back loop. So for the 3rd 
row, work your sc through the bio of 
the stitches in the 2nd row and through 
the unused loop (now in the back) of 
the stitches in the first row. (See photo 
below.) 




Repeat the 3rd row for however long 
you want the fabric to be. 

Some things you need to be aware of 
when working the Thermal sc: Each row 
overlaps the previous row, so each row 
will measure a little shorter in height 



than a row of regular sc. (See two rows 
marked in each photo below.) 




Therefore, it will take more rows (and 
more yarn) to make the same length 
fabric. The width of the stitches is the 
same, though. (See each swatch below 
with 20 rows but different heights and 
same width.) 




Method 2: If you want to use a dc, you 
can work a linked dc. Here's how: Start 
with your foundation chain, plus three 
more for your turning chain. Insert your 
hook into the 2nd ch from the hook, yo 
and pull through. Skip 1 ch, insert your 
hook into the next chain, yo and pull 
through. Now, finish your dc (yo and pull 
through 2 loops) twice. Your first linked 
dc Is worked. To continue with the 
linked dc: Insert your hook, from top to 
bottom, under the horizontal loop that 
goes around the post for the previous 
stitch (see photo below), and then yo 







and pull through (see photo below). 




Next, put your hook into the next 
chain (or stitch), yo and pull through. 
You will have 3 loops on your hook (see 
photo below). 




Yo, pull through 2 loops, yo, pull 
through the last 2 loops. You have made 
your 2nd linked dc. Repeat this to the 
end of the row. Ch 3, turn, and work your 
first linked dc of the next row into the 
turning ch-3.Then continue working 
a linked dc into each linked dc of the 
previous row. 

The linked dc is the same height and 
width of the regular dc (see photo below). 




but be aware that the back side of the 
stitch looks different from the front 
side — you don't see the links. ^

Row 7 Ch 2, turn; *sl st in next 
hdc, hdc in next si st; repeat from 

* to last st, sc in last st. 

Row 8 Ch 1 , turn; sc in first st, 

*sl st in next hdc, hdc in next si st; 
repeat from * across, si st in top of 
turning ch. 

Row 9 Repeat Row 7. 

Row 10 Repeat Row 2 — 25 (29, 
31,33, 37) sts. 

Repeat Rows 3-1 0 until 20 (24, 

24, 26, 29) sts are worked in last 
row. Note A total of 30 (30, 38, 

38, 42) rows should have been 
worked for shoulder. 

Work even in Crunch St pattern 
until first shoulder measures same 
as Back to shoulder. 

Shape Second Side of Neck 
and Shoulder 

Sk next 8 (8, 10,12,12) unworked 
sts following Row 1 of first 
shoulder (for front placket), draw 
up a loop of yarn in next st.

(Make 2) 

Ribbing 

With smaller hook, ch13. 

Row 1 Sc in 2nd ch from hook, sc 
in each remaining ch across — 12 
sc. 

Row 2 Ch 1 , turn; sc BL in each 
sc across. 

Repeat last row until piece 
measures about 9.5 (9.5, 10,11, 
11.5)724 (24, 25.5, 28, 29)cm 
from beginning, unstretched. 

Body 

Change to larger hook. 

Row 1 Do not turn, work 34 
(34, 36, 38, 42) sts in Crunch St 
pattern evenly spaced across long 
side edge of Ribbing. 

Rows 2 and 3 Work even in 
Crunch St pattern. 

Row 4 (increase row) Ch 1 , 
turn; 2 sc in first st, *sl st in next 
hdc, hdc in next si st; repeat from 
* to last st, 2 sc in last st — 36 (36, 
38, 40, 44) sts. 

Row 5 Ch 1 , turn; sc in first st, 
hdc in next st, *sl st in next hdc, 
hdc in next si st; repeat from * 
to last 2 sts, si st in next st, sc in 
last st.

Row 9 Ch 2 (counts as hdc), turn; 
si st in next st, *hdc in next si st, 
si st in next hdc; repeat from * 
across to last 2 sts, hdc in next st, 
si st in last st. 

Rows 10 and 11 Ch 2, turn; *sl 
st in next hdc, hdc in next si st; 
repeat from * across, si st in top of 
turning ch. 

Row 12 (increase row) Repeat 
Row 4—40 (40, 42, 44, 48) sts. 
Repeat Rows 5-1 2 until 62 (64, 

66, 70, 74) sts are worked in last 
row. Note A total of 56 (60, 60, 

64, 64) rows should have been 
worked from top of Ribbing. 

Work even in Crunch St pattern 
until piece measures 19 (20, 20.5, 
21,22.5)748.5 (51,52,53.5, 
57)cm from beginning, including 
Ribbing. 

Fasten off. 

FINISHING 

Sew shoulder seams. Sew Sleeves 
to Body, sewing top of each Sleeve 
centered over shoulder seam. Sew 
side and Sleeve seams. 

Neck Band 

With RS facing and smaller 
hook, join yarn with si st in first 
unworked st of front placket (at 
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lower left corner of front opening). 
Row 1 Ch 1 , sc in first 7 (7, 9, 11 , 
11) unworked sts of lower edge 
of placket: draw up a loop in last 
unworked st of placket, draw up 
a loop in side edge of opening 
(3 loops on hook), yarn over and 
draw through all loops on hook 
(|oining-sc2tog made) — 8 (8, 1 0, 
12,12) sts. 

Row 2 Ch 1 , turn; sc BL in each 
St across. 

Row 3 Ch 1 , turn; sc BL in first 
7 (7, 9, 1 1 , 1 1 ) sts, work joining- 
sc2tog over last st and side edge 
of opening. 

Repeat last 2 rows all the way up 
side of placket, across back neck, 
and down other side of placket 
to about 2 (2, 3, 3, 3)75 (5, 7.5, 
7.5, 7.5)cm above lower edge of 
opening: end with a Row 3. 

Buttonhole 

Row 1 Ch 1 , turn: sc BL in first 2 
(2, 3, 4, 4) sts, ch 4, sk next 4 sts, 
sc BL in last 2 (2, 3, 4, 4) sts. 

Row 2 Ch 1 , turn: sc BL in first 2 
(2, 3, 4, 4) sts, sc in next 4 ch, sc 
BL in last 1 (1,2, 3, 3) sts, work 
joining-sc2tog over last st and side 
edge of opening. 



Next Row Ch 1 , turn: sc BL in 
each st across. 

Next Row Ch 1 , turn: sc BL in 
first 7 (7, 9, 11, 11) sts, work 
joining-sc2tog over last st and side 
edge of opening. 

Repeat last 2 rows down to lower 
edge of opening. 

Fasten off. 

Place end of Neck Band over the 
top of the beginning of Neck Band 
and sew end of Neck Band to 
lower edge of front placket. Sew 
button to right side of Neck Band, 
opposite Buttonhole. Sew about 
1 "/2.5cm of side edge of end of 
Neck Band to right side edge of 
placket. 

Weave in ends. ^

Row 23 (RS) Ch 1 , turn; hdc in 
first St, hhdc in next 1 1 sts, hdc 
in next st; leave remaining st 
unworked — 13 sts. 

Rows 24-41 Work in Herringbone 
St pattern over the 1 3 sts for 1 8 
rows. 

Fasten off. 

Right Back/Side

(34, 40) sts. 

Rows60(61,61)-72 (69,67) 




Ch 1 , turn; hdc in first st, hdc2tog, 
hhdc in each st across to last st, 
hdc in last st— 13(25, 33) sts. 
Rows 73 (70,68)-75(78,80) 

Ch 1 , turn; hdc in first st, hdc2tog, 
hhdc in each st across to last 3 
sts, hdc2tog, hdc in last st — 7 sts. 
Row 76 (79, 81) Ch 1 , turn; hdc 
in first st, hdc2tog, hdc in next st, 
hdc2tog, hdc in last st— 5 sts. 
Row 77 (80, 82) Chi, turn; hdc 
in first st, hdc3tog, hdc in iast 
st — 3 sts. 

Row 78 (81,83) Chi, turn; 
hdc3tog — 1 st.

Rows 1-22 Work in Herringbone

Ch 1 , turn; hdc in first st, hdc2tog, 
hhdc in each st across to last 3 
sts, hdc2tog, hdc in last st— 7 sts.

2 hdc FL in first st, [hdc FL in next 
7 sts, sk next 2 sts, hdc FL in next 
7 sts, 3 hdc FL in next st] 3 times, 
hdc FL in next 7 sts, sk next 2 sts, 
hdc FL in next 7 sts, 2 hdc FL in 
last st, changing to B in last st. 
Row 3 (RS) Ch 2, turn; 2 hdc BL 
in first st, [hdc BL in next 7 sts, sk 
next 2 sts, hdc BL in next 7 sts, 3 
hdc BL in next st] 3 times, hdc BL 
in next 7 sts, sk next 2 sts, hdc BL 
in next 7sts, 2hdc BL in last st. 
Row 4 Repeat Row 2, changing to 
A in last st. 

Row 5 Repeat Row 3. 

Rows B-25 Repeat Rows 2-5, 

5 times. 

Row 26 Turn; si st in first 2 sts. 
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[sc in next 2 sts, hdc in next st, 
dc in next 3 sts, trc in next st, dc 
in next 3 sts, hdc in next st, sc in 
next 2 sts, si st in next 4 sts] 3 
times, sc in next 2 sts, hdc in next 
st, dc in next 3 sts, trc in next st, 
dc in next 3 sts, hdc in next st, sc 
in next 2 sts, si st in next 3 sts. 
Fasten off. 

Inside IdL ig 

Row 1 Working across opposite 
side of foundation ch; join C with 
sc in first ch, sc in next ch, sc2tog, 
*sc in next 2 chs, sc2tog; repeat 



from * across to last st, sc in last 
ch, changing to C in last st — 52 
sts. 

Row 2 Ch 1 , rev sc in each st 
across. 

Fasten off. 

LINING 

With C, ch 74. 

Rows 1-12 Repeat Rows 1-1 2 
of Caddy. 

Row 13 Repeat Row 26. 

With WS together, pin Lining to 
Caddy. Fold bottom of Caddy up 
approx 3.579cm to create pocket. 



Pin in place. *With outside of 
Caddy facing and working through 
all layers, surface slip stitch with D 
beginning in sp at point of chevron 
at lower edge and working in 
each sp in a vertical line to top of 
Caddy. Repeat same line with C*. 
Repeat from * to * for each peak 
and valley across entire Caddy.

Use the Caddy for knitting 
needles by lining the pocket 
with fabric to keep the tips from 
poking through. ^

Row 1 Dc in 4th ch from hook

Rows 3-112 Repeat Row 2. 
Fasten off. 

Sew two tiny red heart buttons 
to each end of Scarf to attach 
Mittens. 

PENGUIN MIHEN 

With B, ch 23; join with si st in first 
ch to form ring. 

Round 1 (RS) Ch 3 (does not 
count as st here and throughout), 
dc in each ch around; do not join, 
work in continuous rounds — 23 
sts. 

Place a marker for beginning of 
round and move marker up as 
work progresses. 

Round 2 Dc in each st around. 
Round 3 Work 2 sc in next st, 

[sc in next 4 sts, 2 sc in next stj 4 
times, sc in next 2 sts — 28 sts. 



Round 4 Sc in each st around. 
Rounds 5-8 Repeat Round 4, 4 
times. 

Round 9 [Sc in next 1 3 sts, 2 sc 
in next stj twice — 30 sts. 

Round 10 [Sc in next 1 4 sts, 2 sc 
in next stj twice — 32 sts. 

Round 11 [Sc in next 15 sts, 2 sc 
in next stj twice — 34 sts. 

Round 12 Sc in next 10 sts, ch 3, 
sk next 7 sts, sc in next 1 0 sts, ch 
3, sk next 7 sts — 26 sts (including 
ch sts). 

Round 13-18 Repeat Round 4, 

6 times. 

Round 19 [Sc2tog, sc in next 1 1 
stsj twice — 24 sts. 

Round 20 Repeat Round 4. 
Round 21 [Sc2tog, sc in next 10 
stsj twice — 22 sts. 

Round 22 Repeat Round 4. 
Round 23 [Sc2tog, sc in next 9 
stsj twice — 20 sts. 

Round 24 Repeat Round 4. 
Round 25 [Sc2tog, sc in next 8 
stsj twice — 18 sts. 

Round 26 Repeat Round 4. 

Fasten off, leaving a long tail for 
sewing. Sew sts of Round 26 
closed. 

Thumb 

Round 1 (RS) With RS facing, 
join B with sc in first skipped st 
of first opening of Round 1 2 of 
Mitten, sc in each unworked st in 
same opening: do not join, work in 
continuous rounds — 10 sts. Place 
a marker for beginning of round 
and move marker up as work 
progresses. 

Round 2 Sc in each st around. 
Rounds 3-17 Repeat Round 2. 
Round 18 Sc in next st, [sc2tog, 
sc in next stj 3 times — 7 sts. 
Round 19 Sc in next st, [sc2tog, 
sc in next stj twice — 5 sts. 



Fasten off. Weave tail through last 
sts of Round 19 and pull to close. 

Pinkie Finger 

Round 1 (RS) With RS facing, 
join B with sc in 2nd skipped st 
of 2nd opening of Round 12 of 
Mitten, sc in each unworked st in 
same opening: do not join, work in 
continuous rounds — 1 0 sts. Place 
a marker for beginning of round 
and move marker up as work 
progresses. 

Rounds 2-19 Repeat Rounds 
2-19 of Thumb. 

Fasten off. Weave tail through last 
sts of Round 19 and pull to close. 

Face 

With C, ch 3. 

Round 1 Ch 1 , sc in each ch 
around; do not join, work in 
continuous rounds — 3 sts. Place 
a marker for beginning of round 
and move marker up as work 
progresses. 

Round 2 Work 2 sc in each st 
around — 6 sts. 

Round 3 [2 sc in next st, sc in 
next stj 3 times — 9 sts. 

Round 4 [2 sc in next st, sc in 
next stj 4 times, 2 sc in next st, 
changing to B in last st — 14 sts. 
Round 5 With B, sc in next 4 sts, 
changing to D in last st; with D, [2 
sc in next st, sc in next stj 5 times, 
changing to B in last st — 1 9 sts. 
Round 6 With B, 2 sc in next 
st, sc in next st, 2 sc in next st, 
changing to D in last st; with D, [2 
sc in next st, sc in next stj 8 times, 
changing to B in last st — 29 sts. 
Round 7 With B, sc in next 6 sts, 
changing to D in last st; with D, 
sc in next 23 sts, changing to B 
in last st. 

Rounds 8 and 9 Repeat Round 
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7 twice. 

Round 10 With B, sc in each st 
around. 

Round 11 Repeat Round 10. 
Fasten off. Using photo as a guide, 
sew eyes to Face. Stuff Face 
slightly with fiberfill and sew face 
to Mitten. 

Belly 

With D, ch 9. 

Round 1 Sc in 2nd ch from 
hook and in each remaining ch 
across: working across opposite 
side of foundation ch, sc in each 
ch across: do not join, work in 
continuous rounds — 16 sts. Place 
a marker for beginning of round 
and move marker up as work 
progresses. 

Round 2 [2 sc in next st, sc in 
next 7 sts] twice — 1 8 sts. 

Round 3 [2 sc in each of next 2 
sts, sc in next 7 sts] twice — 22 
sts. 

Round 4 [2 sc in each of next 3 
sts, sc in next 8 sts] twice — 28 
sts. 

Fasten off. 

Using photo as a guide, sew Belly 
to Mitten. 

Leg (Make 2) 

With C, ch 4. 

Row 1 Sc in 2nd ch from 
hook and in each remaining ch 
across— 3 sts. 

Row 2 Ch 1 , turn: sc in each st 
across. 

Rows 3-4 Repeat Row 2, twice. 
Row 5 Work 2 sc in each st 
across — 6 sts. 

Fasten off. Using photo as a guide, 
sew Legs to bottom of Mitten. 

Tail 

With B, ch 3. 

Row 1 Sc in 2nd ch from 
hook and in each remaining ch 
across — 2 sts. 

Row 2 Ch 1 , turn: sc in first st, 2 
sc in next st — 3 sts. 

Row 3 Ch 1 , turn: sc in each st 
across. 
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Row 4 Repeat Row 3. 

Fasten off. Using photo as a guide, 
sew Tail to bottom of Mitten. 

Bow 

With E, ch 8. 

Round 1 Sc in 2nd ch from hook 
and in next 5 chs, 2 sc in next ch; 
working across opposite side of 
foundation ch, sc in next 6 chs, 2 
sc in last ch; do not join, work in 
continuous rounds— 1 6 sts. Place 
a marker for beginning of round 
and move marker up as work 
progresses. 

Round 2 [Sc in next 6 sts, 2 sc in 
next 2 sts] twice — 20 sts. 

Round 3 [Sc in next 7 sts, 2 sc in 
next 3 sts] twice — 26 sts. 

Fasten off. 

Wrap a strand of E around middle 
of Bow to cinch into bow-shape. 
Using photo as a guide, sew Bow 
to Mitten. 

BEAR MiHEN 

With F, ch 23. 

Rounds 1-26 Repeat Rounds 
1-26 for Penguin Mitten. 



Fasten off, leaving a long tail for 
sewing. Sew sts to Round 26 
closed. 

Thumb 

Rounds 1-19 Repeat Rounds 
1-19 for Thumb of Penguin Mitten 
with F. 

Fasten off. Weave tail through last 
sts of Round 1 9 and pull to close. 

Pinkie Finger 

Rounds 1-19 Repeat Rounds 
1-19 for Pinkie Finger of Penguin 
Mitten with F. 

Fasten off. Weave tail through last 
sts of Round 19 and pull to close. 

Face 

With F, ch 4. 

Round 1 Ch 1 , sc in each ch 
around: do not Join, work in 
continuous rounds — 4 sts. Place 
a marker for beginning of round 
and move marker up as work 
progresses. 

Round 2 Work 2 sc in each st 
around — 8 sts. 

Round 3 [2 sc in next st, sc in 



next st] 4 times — 1 2 sts. 

Round 4 [2 sc in next st, sc in 
next st] 6 times — 18 sts. 

Round 5 [2 sc in next st, sc in 
next 3 sts] 4 times, 2 sc in next st, 
sc in next st — 23 sts. 

Round 6 [2 sc in next st, sc in 
next 4 sts] 4 times, 2 sc in next st, 
sc in next 2 sts — 28 sts. 

Round 7 Sc in each st around. 
Round 8 Repeat Round 7. 

Fasten off. Using photo as a guide, 
sew buttons to Face for eyes. Stuff 
Face slightly with fiberfill and sew 
face to Mitten. 

Muzzle 

With D, ch 4. 

Round 1 Ch 1 , sc in each ch 
around; do not join, work in 
continuous rounds— 4 sts. Place 
a marker for beginning of round 
and move marker up as work 
progresses. 

Round 2 Work 2 sc in each st 
around — 8 sts. 

Round 3 Repeat Round 2—16 
sts. 

Round 4 Sc in each st around. 
Fasten off. Using photo as a guide, 
sew Muzzle to Face. Sew one 
button to Muzzle for nose. 

Ear (Make 2) 

With F, ch 4. 

Row 1 Sc in 2nd ch from 
hook and in each remaining ch 
across — 3 sts. 

Row 2 Ch 1 , turn; work 2 sc in 
first st, sc in next st, 2 sc in next 
st— 5 sts. 

Row 3 Ch 1 , turn; sc in each st 
across. 

Row 4 Repeat Row 3. 

Fasten off. Using photo as a guide, 
sew Ears to Mitten. 

Leg (Make 2) 

With F, ch 4. 

Row 1 Sc in 2nd ch from 
hook and in each remaining ch 
across — 3 sts. 

Row 2 Ch 1 , turn; work 2 sc in 
first st, sc in next st, 2 sc in next 



st— 5 sts. 

Row 3 Ch 1 , turn; sc in each st 
across. 

Rows 4 and 5 Repeat Row 3 
twice. 

Fasten off. Using photo as a guide, 
sew Legs to bottom of Mitten. 

Bow 

With G, ch 8. 

Rounds 1-3 Repeat Bow for 
Penguin. 

Wrap a strand of G around middle 
of Bow to cinch into bow-shape. 
Using photo as a guide, sew Bow 
to Mitten. 

Tail 

For Tail, make a small pompom 
as follows: Wrap F around two 
fingers many times. Slip loops 
from fingers. Tie a length of yarn 
around center of pompom. Cut the 
ends of the strands. Fluff and trim 
pompom. Using photo as a guide, 
sew Tail to bottom of Mitten. 

FINISHING 

Weave in ends. Button one Mitten 
to each end of Scarf. ^
